WASHINGTON, June 12 (IHT) 
— Claims of assault and false im- 
prisonment by a Unification, 
Church member against those who 
tried to “deprogram” her were dis- 
missed yesterday by the Supreme 
Court; 

Acting without comment, the 
court in effect upheld rulings by a 
federal judge and the 1st U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, that Leslie 
Weiss. 28, had failed to prove that 
she had been unlawfully detained 
and harmed by the effort to break 
her ties to the church founded by 
Sun Myung Moan, a South Korean 
industrialist and defense contrac- 
tor. 

According to the lawsuit by Miss 
Weiss, she had been held captive by 
her mother, family friends and Cal- 
ifornia deprogrammer Theodore 
Patrick Jr. and only escaped by 
jumping -from a second floor win- 
dow. 

However, Judge Frauds Boyle, 
in dismissing her dvil soil, held 
that “in spile of the trauma tk and 
vivid description, of the events pro- 
vided by [Miss Wetssj, she suffered 
no treatable or apparent physical 
iqjury." 

“The facts that she ate well, 
napped and moved about at will 
prior to her ‘escape’ are distinctly 


contrary to a daun of traumatic in- 
fliction or psydric injury." 

The appeals court upheld Judge 
Boyle, finding that Miss Weiss had 
not been able to show that the 
judge’s ruling was “dearly errone- 
ous” 

In taking her case to the Su- 
preme Court, Miss Wdss argu 
that both Judge Boyle and the 
appeals court had interpreted the 
facts incorrectly. She claimed that 
she had only pretended to go along 
with her ckprogranmiera because 
she “genuinely reared for her own 
safely."

Jesse Abramson 
Dies; Reported

MOUNT VERNON. N.Y.. June 
12 (AP) — Jesse Abramson, 75, a 
leading track and field writer, died 
of cancer yesterday at his home. 

Founder and longtime president 
of the New York Track Writers, 
Mr. Abramson was the meet direc- 
tor for the U.S. Olympic Invitation- 
al since 1969.

Besides track, Mr. Abramson 
covered boxing and college football 
for the New York Herald Tribune, 
where he worked from 1924 until 
the paper folded in 1966.

to deliver newspapers and — after 
school and football practice — de- 
livered orders from the store, went 
to the movies four or five times a 
week, free. 

Even earlier, when he was 7, he 
had learned about horses and 
played cowboy.' In Glendale, he 
saw movies being made at the Tri- 
angle Studios, where outdoor 
scenes were often shot

Then, like a good guy riding in to 
relieve the oppressed.

Godfathers” and “She Wore a Yel- 
low Ribbon,” both in 1949. In 
1952, the Duke was the young 
lrish-Araerican returned to Ireland 
in Ford’s “The Quiet Man.”

NEW YORK (NYT) — Details 
' of one of the greatest natural disas- 
ters of Tecent centuries — the earth- 
quake that Struck Tangshan, China, 
on July 28, 1976 — have become 
available, and they reveal death 
and injury on a scale that defies the 
imagination. 

Although China has not dis- 
closed the death toll some esti- 
mates are as high as 73LO0O. 

The details were disclosed to a 
ream of 12 visiting Americans led 
by Dr. George Housner, a specialist 
in f»rtl<qnair» .i «ki«ni engineering 
«ai the California Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

The damage was catastrophic be- 
cause the quake originated directly 
under a city with a population erf 
more than a million, presumably 
the first rim* this has occurred 

Of the 352 multistory brick 
buildings in Tangshan, 117 col- 
lapsed completely. 85 collapsed in 
pan and 99 were severely damaged 
Only Tour were unharmed. Photo- 
graphs show concrete floors heaped 
layer upon layer as though the 
walls had evaporated. 

The Kailuan coal mines were the 
prime industry of Tangshan. with 
one of the six catheads situated in- 
side the city, until the earthquake, 
coal from the mines accounted for 
10 percent of all Chinese energy 
production. 

When the first great temblor 
struck at 3:43 a.m.. the night shift 
of 10.000 miners was lmdeqground 
Electric power was cut off. The 
ventilation stopped threatening the 
miners with suffocation or gas 
explosion. Pumps shut down and 
water gushed mto some erf the 
darkened mines. 

The electrically powered eleva- 
tors stalled but, according to the 
Chinese, most miners were rescued 
within hours. Sou*, nevertheless, 
were not brought out for two 
weeks. - 

Twenty-eight trains were operat- 
ing at the time, some at high speed 
Seven were derailed with untold 
casualties. More than 300 miles of

Relief Impeded 


Such collapses impeded relief 
efforts. Water pipes were ruptured

non. 

Forty earth dams were damaged, 
including one 217 feet high and 315 
feet long, but there was no severe 
flooding. 

Chinese engineers attribute the 
widespread collapse of buildings to 
unreinforced construction. A major 
earthquake in Tangshan had not 
been considered likely, although it 


is in a zone where there hare been 
four severe quakes since 1966. In 
any case, reinforcing those of the 
916 multistory buildings that need- 
ed it would have been unpractical 

Americans who hare studied the 
quake sec lessons regarding, for 
example, the effects to be expected 
from quakes along California's San 
Andreas Fault. It is believed that 
major quakes must occur sooner or 
later along that fault near both San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 

As with quakes on the Son An- 
dreas Fault, the motion in 
Tangshan was right lateral; that is. 
the earthquake involved slippage 
along a fault iu which the far side 
slid to the right. The ground was 
broken along a sou ihwcs i- to-north - 
east line running across the city. 

Buried Bedrock 


Movement along that fault in 
some places reached 10 feet. Fault- 
ing of the buried bedrock is 
thought to have extended 90 miles. 

Also applicable to the California 
situation was liquefaction of the 
soil over more then 1,000 square 
miles. This occurs when water- 
logged soij is shaken. The ground 
loses its bearing strength and struc- 
tures subside, tilt or collapse. Chi 
the coast near Tangshan the land 
subsided 10 feet and one village 
was inundated by the sea. 

Such liquefaction caused much 
of the damage in the low-lying 
areas of San Francisco during the 
1906 quake. The likelihood of its 
recurrence is a cause of concern for 
construction around the rim of San 
Francisco Bay. 

Two special effects of the quake, 
craters and “sand blows.” were re- 
. ported by the Chinese. Some 
craters were large enough to swal- 
low a house and may hare formed 
over previously unknown limestone 
caverns. 

Sand blows are geysers of sand 
that erupt where an underlying 
sand layer is squeezed. They were 
observed during the New Madrid 
earthquake in the Mississippi valley 
early ui the last century. Some sand 
blows around Tangshan reached a 
height of 10 feet ana continued for 
several hours. They were so volumi 
nous that irrigation canals were 
blocked and farm land was buried. 

The city’s industry was crippled 
by the deaths and property dam- 
age. With power ana cooling water 
cut off. the molten iron in four 




iron and steel plant were killed, as 
were 10,486 in the city's locomotive 
manufacturing plant' and 1,280 in 
its porcelain plant. 

At five locations in the coal 
mines, seams displaced by earth- 
quake faulting more than a million 
years ago were further displaced by 
os much as three feet. Damage in 
the mines, apart from power failure 
and flooding, was confined to the 
upper parts of the shafts. The deep- 
er galleries were little affected.

Then there was the one about the fellow at 
the Gulf station: Having waited his way to 
the head of the line, he discovered there was 
a $5 limit on the amount of gasoline a cus- 
tomer could buy. So he produced a sawed-off 
shotgun, waved it around, got 510 worth — 
and sped away. Minus the weapon, there 
were other equally hot confrontations, scuf- 
fles. cut-in-ahead-ofs, obscene gestures and 
the rest, as motorists clutched, in the most 
unautomotive sense of that word, and 
stormed gas stations at first word of a pro- 
spective dip in available gas over the week- 
end.

It is too humiliating, and. frankly, there is 
no way out of accepting the moral burden 
Saturday and Sunday’s events imply. True, 
the gentleman with the shotgun at least was, 
by police accounts, driving a Florida car. But 
to dwell on that is only to seek refuge in a 
technicality. Far too many people in this re- 
gion behaved brutishly in those gas lines 
(and some by the mere, act of unnecessarily 
joining and elongating them) over the week- 
end. This is at least worth m ullin g over as 
you consider whether to charge out to the 
next open filling station you can find, wield- 
ing an ax for the purpose of gaining a top-off 
cup and a half of gas to ensure your peace of 
mind as you drive a few dozen extra miles for 
no particular purpose.

Nevertheless, however much this and other 
regions may yet reform, what’s done is done. 
So the terrible new truth is that California 
now stands absolved of certain distinctive 
breaches of petroleum etiquette that a grate- 
ful nation never tired of charging her with. 
We are all Californians now. Or, in the pro- 
found and prophetic t hinkin g of one of her 
best known native sons: Everybody does it.

Canal Oiffhanger 


As the Panama Canal treaties come down 
to the wire in the House, the arguments of 
those who wish in effect to roll back the 
clock 70-odd years and keep the canal under 
U.S. control have become progressively more 
hysterical. This is a backhanded tribute to 
the treaties, which the Senate ratified last 
year: The hysteria demonstrates that even 
the treaties' most frenzied foes cannot make 
a solid rational case against them. Yet the 
vote — delayed yesterday by request of the 
administration — coming up shortly in the 
House on legislation to implement the treat- 
ies is a diffhanger. 

The opponents claim that Panama's al- 
leged role as a gunrunner to guerrillas in Ni- 
caragua renders it an "unreliable” partner to 
the United States in operating the canal. The 
specter is raised of Panama as a Cuban stalk- 
ing horse. The gunrunning charge is serious 
but it is with Panama's readiness to honor its 
treaty undertakings to the United States. The 
canal treaties, by stabilizing a relationship 
that otherwise would smolder and perhaps 
explode, will reduce Cuba’s Central Ameri- 
can openings. Moreover, what better demon- 
stration of “unreliability” could there be 
than having the House play the spoiler and 
nullify treaties solemnly ratified by the Sen- 
ate? Nothing in the treaties entitles either 
party to back out simply because it objects to 


the other’s policy in respect to a third coun- 
try. 

Treaty opponents further claim that the 
United States will be paying Panama billions 
of dollars to take over the canal, and they go 
on to suggest that with this money the Unit- 
ed States will be financing one Cuban-spon- 
sored. Panamanian-mounted revolution after 
another. In fact, the bookkeeping methods 
by which tallies in the billions are made are 
taken seriously only in the extremist quarters 
where they have been invented. The adminis- 
tration’s figure (not the lowest around) for 
the cost of the treaty to the U.S. Treasury 
over a 22-year period is 5870 million. None 
of this goes to Panama — except for S3 mil- 
lion planned to pay for moving U.S. graves 
from one Canal Zone location to another, 
and a few thousand dollars to add Spanish 
designations to certain English-language 
road signs. The bulk of the $870 million will 
go for U.S. canal employees. Think of it: 540. 
million a year to assure the security of a vital 
waterway and a continuing U.S. presence. 
It’s a bargain. 

Really, the issue is simple. The anti- treaty 
people are radicals masquerading as conserv- 
atives. They urge a course that would jeop- 
ardize U.S. use of the canal undermine U.S. 
diplomacy and sully U.S. honor.

Living With Mr. Carter 

President Carter goes to Vienna this week 
to sign the second strategic arms limitation 
agreement with the Soviet Union.

Congress could choose to defy him 
any day now by voting to end economic 
sanctions on Rhodesia. 

The peace treaty between Egypt and Israel 
may be a singular achievement, but it has yet 
to be shown that it adds to stability in the 
Middle East as a whole. Even on SALT-2, 
the president is going to have to fight hard to 
secure ratification in the Senate. 

On the domestic side . . . there is the con- 
tinuing failure to introduce a comprehensive 
energy program . . .

... In these circumstances it is not surpris- 


ing that Mr. Carter’s popularity should have 
dropped still further.

Allies of the 
United States have to face the fact that — for 
whatever reasons — U.S. leadership is not 
what it was ... It means that while in no 
way turning their backs on the Alliance, they 
themselves will have to take greater responsi- 
bilities around the world.

Cults and Deprogramming 


N EW YORK — Consider the 
following situation: you 
receive an abrupt phone call from 
your 21-year-old son one after- 
noon. four weeks after- be left you 
at college graduation ceremonies — 
a call in which he refuses to explain 
where he is but assures you that he 
is “in good hands now. Your son, 
fresh from Yale, starts using child- 
ish phrases, stumbling' with his 
words; he speaks about his new 
comm uni iy of love called the Fami- 
ly in a unfamiliar, rhythmic tone. 
As he talks, you can hear someone 
coaching him in the background. 

Over the following weeks and 
months, your son’s sporadic phone 
calls become suspiciously automat- 
ic — his voice Cold and distant, his 
conversations more evasive, his 
pleas for clothing and money 
phrased in a language of cliches 
which is not his own. You suddenly 
and accidentally discover one day 
that your son is now a loyal disciple 
of a self-appointed Messiah, work- 
. ing in from groups 20 hours a day 
to usher in a world dictatorship un- 
der a South Korean millionaire in- 
dustrialist named Sun Myung 
Moon. 

Tricked 

After talking to ex-members of 
the Unification Church, you find 
that your son was tricked into a 
weekend of conversation at a 
locked compound in northern Cali- 
fornia ' — subjected to techniques 
designed to flatter, threaten, 
confuse, and reduce him into mem- 
bership as a passive “heavenly 
child. " You finally realize, after 
dose study, that he has lost control 
over his mind; if you do not sepa- 
rate him from the group and talk to 
him. he will work and fight until he 
dies for his Master. 

1 am not describing a hypotheti- 
cal situation. Hundreds of parents 
across the world have been stunned 
by this very tragedy. I am extreme- 
ly close to this story. The parent I 
described was my father, and I was 
the helpless, frightened Moonifc 
who obeyed the commands of my 
- leaders without question. Three 
years after I left the cult, the story 
took on a new. and more frighten- 
ing meaning with the revelauon of 
the Peoples Temple massacre. I 
wept at the news of Guyana, know- 
- ing that 1 would have died for these 
same ideals of a perfect world of 
love if my leader had suddenly lost 
his vision of earthly paradise. 

Need for Action 

Deprograming has become an in- 
ternational controversy over the 
past few years. As an ex-cultist, 
writer, and student of the social sci- 
ences. I would like to briefly ex- 
plain the purported function of 
deprogramming and the need 
which parents feel for such action. 
In order to understand deprogram- 
ming. one must examine the initial 
techniques for manipulative con- 
version. My own rapid conversion, 
as detailed in my book. “Crazy for 
God.” was initiated by an invita- 
tion for a dinner and a relaxing 
weekend in the country. Here I was 
exposed to a variety of manipula- 
tive tactics by which seemingly lov- 
ing. trustworthy people induced a 
sense of terror and despair about 
the world. They continually placed 
me in a variety or situations delib- 
erately deigned to create confu- 
sion. such as fast-paced games and 
ritual exercises which demanded, 
complete participation according to 
rigid rules which were never 
explained. They would finally ex- ' 
plain the rules and bodily direct me 
m what appeared to be a loving and 
trustworthy way. However, as I lat- 
er learned, this was a technique de- 
signed to establish an authoritarian 
relationship between leader and 
follower. After this dynamic was 
established, the leaders taught dis- 
trust of the mind and demanded 
obedience to their new beliefs.

In the “honeymoon” phase of 
membership, cult life was beautiful, 
peaceful and loving — as long'as I 
obeyed the rules without question 
. and expressed a willingness to suf- 
fer physical pain and humiliation 
For the sake of Moon. Later, as a 
eader in this group: I knew- the 
techniques all too weU, recognized 
the purpose of the training session, 
learned these tactics from my lead- 
ers, and effectively practiced them 
to reduce others to the helpless 
state I experienced. 

Programmed? 

Was I “programmed?” I was 
teased and coaxed into participat- 
ing in a wdl-planned. systematic 
procedure which forced me to ac- 
cept beliefs without question for 
my very survival in the group. I was 
taught techniques to stop any resid- 
ual doubts. 1 was filled with fear at 
the prospect of leaving the “Fami- 
ly” to examine my new faith. In my 
first two weeks in the training 
camp, my mind ; was opened, 
cleansed of “impure” or critical 
thoughts, dosed and sealed, not to 
be opened up again until my depro- 
gramming eight months later. Any 
learning in- the group consisted of 
absorbing and imitating the ges- 
tures and. beliefs of my leaders. I 
was regressed to the cognitive level 
of a child, taught techniques to stop 
all reflection, and forced into a role 
which destroyed basic abilities to 
think and feel as an adult. 

Eight months into my Moonie 
disdpleship. I was deprogrammed 
During the deprogamming. I was 
shown information about the cult 
which was withheld from me as a 
member, and 1 was confronted with 
my increasing insensitivity towards 
the “fallen” or “Satanic” people 
outside the culL The depro- 
grammer encouraged me to- think, 
to read, to speak to others in the 
confidence that I could now decide 
about my life for myself. With an 
open mind 1 could evaluate old 
and new prqerams of belief without 
fear and without the need to be- 


lieve the interpretations of my 
deprogrammer. 

Those who attack the concept of 
deprog ramming often fail to Con- 
sider the options available to par- 
ents who find bizarre and devastat- 
ing personality changes in their 
children. Families usually object 
not so much to the beliefs of their 
new cult relatives; they are horri- 
fied by the loss of basic abilities in 
their loved ones, especially their 
lack of ability to examine their- 
beliefs, question Ihe authority of 
their leaders, or make any plans for 
their own lives. 

They therefore seek dqpro- 
grammers as the surrogate thera- 
pists for the problems unique to 
their cult-involved children. Since 
the worldwide mental health com- 
munity has failed to seriously con- 
sider the psychological degenera- 
tion of these cult converts, there are 
no legal, safe, and sensitive alterna- 
tives available to parents who sense 
a psychiatric crisis in their loved 
ones. 

Until psychiatrists, psychologists 
and other trained mental health 
workers thoroughly research the 
problems of mind control, scientifi- 
cally document the phenomenon, 
and develop supportive psychoth- 
erapeutic care for those who suffer 
from such groups, parents will be 
forced to continue to have their 
children kidnapped and depro- 
grammed — even at the ride of stiff 
fines and imprisonment. 

If mental health experts provide 
alternatives to deprogramming, 
give support to famines of cultists 
and ex-cul lists, and offer short- 
term or long-term care for cult sur- 
vivors, we can be assured that the 
controversy over 
lists wQl t 


cultists wQl abate; if no alternatives 
develop . I fear new levels 6f vio- 
lence marked by increased body- 
snatching between families and 
cults, raids on family homes and 
cult compounds, and possible vi- 
cious attacks on parents, depro- 
grammers, and cult leaders.

Its objective is to set up about 
20 industrial projects by 1983-along 
with a significant, and efficient 
commercial network for African 
crafts. If this worics out, tins foun- 
dation will -try to funnel 1 ' interna- 
tional financing to projects using 
the human resources of Africa’s 
least developed countries. 

The project has been received 
with warmth and enthusiasm, Hi- 
dalgo said, by government and fi- 
nancial cireiiHB in the countries con- 
cerned. A characteristic reaction 
was that of a director of the Batik 
of Togo who used his annual vaca- 
tion to accompany Hidalgo on a 
tour of the country. 

“Wherever we went, he made a 
speech to introduce me," Hidalgo 
said “He would say: “Consider this 
implausible and unusual fact: it has 
been the while man’s habit to come 
to Africa to take ran wealth away.

It would benefit the cinema Stior- 
mously if Federico Fellini directed 
aB the films. He — ‘and apparently 
he alone among his practicing con- 
temporaries this side of Russia — 
can vivify each scene. In brief, he 
knows how to keep the movies on 
the move, an almost lost art. 

His rivals attempt the feat by 
shock treatment, introducing start- 
ling shows of physical violence or 


frantic automobile rides to regain 
wandered attention. When these in- 
serts are over, they are at a loss 
what to do and everything sinks

Nothing is wasted in a Fellini 
film. Every shot has importance 
and not only brings the screen 
alive, but endows it with abiding 
life. A single flash often scores last-

barking at the coiffured dog in a 
limousine in “Roma,” the severed 
head flung into bright sea waves in 
“Satyricon." 

“Prova d’Orchestra” (at the Bal- 
zac. the Colisee and the.Saint-Ger- 
main Village in the original Italian) 
is Fellini's latest. It was devised as 
a television feature and runs only 
an hour and 10 minutes, but it is 
another brilliant motion picture. 

A symphony orchestra gathers in 
a castle chamber of recommended 
acoustics. The rehearsal is inter- 
rupted by a union delegate. A 
break is called to discuss the issues 
and the meeting degenerates into a 
protest free-for-all with vandalism, 
shouting of slogans and sudden 
sexual desires. Then comes another 
interruption, a catastrophe of na- 
ture which threatens all and brings 
law and order, the musicians taking 
up their instruments again under 
the baton of the conductor they 
have reviled as a tyrant 

What is the significance of this 
fable? Its meaning bas been disput- 
ed and Fellini is content to let it 
speak for itself. 

Not long ago, when he was 
shooting the finale of his film 
“Roma.” he looked down from a 
hilltop on an army of motorcyclists, 
helmet ed and in black leather, who 
at his signal were to circle the Col- 
osseum and charge through the 


city’s streets to disappear in the 
rays of the rising sun. 

“If you're a communist, they're 
fascists and if you're a fascist 
they're communists.” he explained 
about his ominous night riders. “If 
you’re neither they are your hidden 
fears and anxieties, die troubling 
thoughts of the dark hours.” 

Fellini is a caricaturist and with 
a deft, swift hand draws what he 
sees, his model filtered through his 
sardonic humor. In “Prova d'Or- 
chestra” he asks questions, but like 
any authentic artist he provide* no 
solutions.

Rainer Werner Fassbinder, a 
white hope of the latter-day Teu- 
tonic cinema, has churned out over 
30 films during his brief career. As 
he writes them, sometimes appears 
in them and has now taken to pho- 
tographing them os well as direct- 
ing them, he has become a sort of 
perpetual motion muchine which 
apparently allows him little time tu 

His latest opus, “Die Driuc 
Generation” (at the Racine in Ger- 
man) is a careless quickie, a misfir- 
ing parody on terrorism and terror- 
ists.

We are introduced 
to a band of fumbling bohemian 
anarchists as dull a collection of 
parlor theorists as the season has 
vouchsafed, and die result is im- 
measurably boring.

Counterpoints 

Some of Miss Robison's stories 
in “Days." seem to be played out 
against an implicit counterpoint as 
if she was insisting on her view 
against a ground base of our expec- 
tations. I can't imagine her saying 
“Aren't you boned with the heroic, 
the melodramatic, the significant? 
Don't think it's .pretentious " to go 
on and on about such things?" 

Miss Robison is a scavenger. She 
consumes what. most other writers 
have ignored as unpalatable. At the 
very least, she offers a kind of 
surprise, the surprise of encounter- 
ing less, rather man more, than we 
hoped. Her stories deal in reverse 

- O. Henry twists. 

It may take a while for you to geL 
used to the stories in “Days’* — 
that is, if you. ever do get used to 
them. In “Apostasy,” for example,

In “Kite and Paint” two middle- 
aged or elderly men who live to- 
gether are visited by the former 
wife of one of them. Sbe deplores 
the fact that her husband has left 
his tubes of paiiu uncapped with 
the result that they are clotted. He 
says that he never did like to paint. 
He prefers to make kites now. A 
hurricane is .momentarily expected 
and he proposes to go out and 
“waste" his kites in the wind..

N EW YORK — The radio emit- 
ted the Latest fact about the 
gasoline situation. I didn't believe 


it. 


There have been loo many facts 
about the gasoline situation lately. 
For every fact you take in the 
morning, there is as equal and op- 
posite fact to be swallowed in the 
afternoon. 

I had nothing 

against this par- 
ticular fact being 
emitted by the 
radio, except that 
it seemed smeri- 
fiable. It was 
some twaddle — 
a word I use only 
because I decided 
not to believe it 
— issued by the 
oil industry or Washington. I forget 
which, ana it doesn't matter. Once 
I have classified a gasoline-situa- 
tion fact as twaddle; 1 put it out of 
mind to make room tor thinking 
about the deficiencies of the Yan- 
kee pi idling staff. 

For the public to put twaddle out 
of mind irritates President Carter, 
oil men and all organized wony 
blocs because they believe in the 
energy crisis.

_ L don’t believe in the energy cri- 
sis. I believe there is a chronic 
threat of power shortages, which, in 
fact, occur with more frequency 
now than at any time since the re- 
public turned its back on the horse 
and the coal-oil stove. 

t don't believe in the industrial 
statesmanship of oQ companies 
either. No matter what their adver- 
tising says, I credit oQ men with 
being just as human as the rest of 
us in their desire to make a lot of 
money. 


I don’t believe anything about 
the gasoline situation if It's emitted 
from Washington, although 1 do 
believe firmly that nobody in 
Washington knows much about it, 

except that the earth holds a finite 
quantity of petroleum which must 
eventually be exhausted. 

This is information I obtained in 
1938 while sitting on -a curbstone, 
having finished my Sunday morn- 
ing newspaper deliveries, drinking 
a bottle of milk and reading Wil- 
liam Randolph Ream's "American 
Weekly.” 

It has been in the public domain 
at least 40 years, to my certain 
knowledge. 1 believe anybody in 
Washington whose job is to main- 
tain the power supply ought to be 
devising alternatives to petroleum 
instead of wasting time telling me 
what I knew 40 years ago. 

I believe that this fellow, if there 
were any such, would have a devil 
of a time getting Congress interest- 
ed in any idea he might cook up 
with. I don't believe in Congress 
much of the time. I believe Con- 
gress doesn't believe in itself. 

This is why 1 never believe what- 
ever a congressman tells me about 
the gasoline situation whenever he 
is able to fDch a few minutes of 
television exposure from the presi- 
dent- I saw in the papers the other 
day that certain coagrcssnen can 
still buy gasoline at 67 cents a gal- 
lon from a private congressional 
tank at the CapitoL 

I believe anybody who can buy 
67-cent gas without having to wait 
in line is incapable of gasoline-situ- 
ation emissions that are anything 
but twaddle. 


I believe an oQ company that tru- 
ly cared about its industrial states- 
manship rating in history would 
have kept on supplying free road 
maps when you asked u to fiD her 
up at the pumps. Instead, what 
happens when you are lost in cen- 
tral Florida and turn in at the oil 
company's industrial outpost? 


"We don’t cany maps anymore.** 
you are told.

Get lost. That is the message at 
(he tnl companies* industrial 
embassies. 


I don’t believe the price of gaso- 
line is approaching a dollar a gal- 
lon, as Washington’s oQ statisti- 
cians state. I know for fact that the 
price is already 51.09 a gallon be- 
cause I saw it being sold at that 
price on First Avenue the other 
day. 

I don’t believe 37 percent of fill- 
ing stations will be open next week- 
end. I don’t believe the latest fig- 
ures on refinery output I don't be- 
lieve the Alaska pipeline did 
anything to prevent gasoline lines. I 
don't believe Americans will give 
up the automobile until the last 
pocket of dinosaur-and-fem resi- 
due in Saudi Arabia is pumped dry. 
And I don’t believe grandmother 
will make it through the coming 
winter, except frozen.

‘PARIS flHT) — Eighty-one- 
17 year-old Berenice Abbott & 
one of the most remarkable por- 
trait photographers of the 1920s. 
She photographed James Joyce, 
Andre Gide, Coco Chanel, Jean 
Prevost and many others. In the 
less than 10 years that she spent 
in Paris, she built a reputation as 
a portraitist whxfdid not take the 
nature marie type of picture, but 
one that told about her subject’s 
character. ' 

Reluming to Paris for the 
opening of an exhibition erf her 
portraits, she said: "I flew in by 
Concorde and if it wasn't for that 
I would not have come; It’s a 
marvelous plane and I think Pm 
going to hang up its picture on 
my bedroom wall It's absolutely 
beautiful.” 


She first came to Paris when 
she was 23 years old, in 1921, to 
study sculpture, but she found it 
difficult to make a living at it. 
Sbe met Man Ray in 1923 and 
started to' work as his assistant, 
learning the tricks erf photogra- 
phy quickly, and after three yean 

of apprenticeship she set up her 

own portrait studio at 44 Rue de 
Bac, on the Left Bank.

“Actually, I left him because I 
thought that he was not paying

ing on hope, we thought that war 
was over forever. Living tn Paris

It i$ only now 
that I understand why if was so 
good, we thought that the peace 
was Forever and we were not 
aware that only a decade later we 
were going to have one of the 
■ worst wars in mankind’s history.”

She left Paris in 1929 after be- 
coming homesick. “I heard that 
New York had become a very ex- 
citing place to live so 1 wanted to 
have part of the fan after ray stay 
in Paris.

It was 
then that she shot her famons se- 
ries on "Changing New York.” 
Later on she did some scientific 
photography, which was also 
published in the United States.

When sbe started working with 
Man Ray she participated in 
what has been called a new era in 
photography. “In the beginning 
stages of photography, there was 
bound to be a kind of imitation 
of painting for a white, a kind of 
artiness that was probably inevi- 
table. but it's certainly not the 
rune Lion of the realistic image,” 
she said. “The medium is 
representational by the nature of 
the realistic image formed by a 
lens. I see no reason why we 
should stand on our heads to dis- 
tort that function. On the con- 
trary, I think' you should take 
hold of tdat very quality, make 
use of it and explore it to the full- 
est. After the early,, pioneer days 
of photography, which were very 
healthy and creative, a wave of 
rank pictorialism set in and flour- 
ished. It was usually very senti- 
mental work.” . 

She said that photography 
would never grow up if h imitat- 
ed some other medium, “it has to 
walk alone; it has to be itself.” 

There is “a terrible urge to try 
to be original at all costs,” she 
said of photography today. “This, 
I think, is downright stupid. The 
world today has been condi- 
tioned to visualize. In some ways 
the picture has almost replaced 
the word as a means of commun- 
riation. We’re surrounded by 
movies, television, documentary 
films. The picture has become 
one of the principal mediums of 
interpretation, ana its importance 
continues to grow. History is 
pushing us more and more to the 
brink of a realistic age. I believe 


In her Paris days, sbe met the 
French photographer Eugene 
Atget, whose work she liked so 
much that a few years after his 
death she bought all of his glass- 
plate negatives, printed most of 
them and wrote two books on his 
work. In 1966, she came bade to 
France to try to interest the gov- 
ernment into buying Atget's 
work, and even contacted Andre 
Malraux. then minister of cul- 
ture. Her efforts- were unsuccess- 
ful 

“I just don’t Understand how 
the French could be so disinter- 
ested in their- own cultural 
heritage,” she said. “Finally, in 
1968. 1 sold them to the Museum 
of Modern Art in New York." 

Now Ms. Abbott lives in Ab- 
bot Village in central Maine 
(“actually, it was called that for 
ages, but it’s still vety flattering 
to think that it was maybe named 
after me.") Although she is still 
very active she finds that pld age 
has its drawbacks. < 

“I wish they could come up 
with a pill to enable old people to 
do things because after all those 
years they know so much and it's 
very frustrating not to be able to 
use all this experience. Right 
now, ] enjoy myself doing noth- 
ing; I don't like the pressure, of 
today's life and when I am not 
busy doing nothing, I read a lot 
or print my negatives.”

Queen Juliana of the Nether- 
lands opened a modernized exhibi- 
tion room in the house where Anne 
Frank and her family hid from the 
Gestapo during Wond War II. The 
ceremony was held on the 50th an- 
niversary of the birth of the Jewish 
girl whose diaries about Nazi per- 
secution became known throughout 
the world. Her 90-year-old father, 
Otto Frank, the family's only survi- 
vor. attended the ceremony. Includ- 
ed in the new display was a page of 
Anne's diary teuing the story of 
how eight Jews, including the 
Frank family, hid in a secret annex 
of the house for 25 months until 
they were betrayed and deported to 
extermination camps in August, 
1944. Anne died in Bergen -Bd sen 
in March, 1945. but her diary has 
been translated into more than 50 
languages and has sold 14 million 
copies. Most of the the 80.000 
guilders ($40,000) needed for the 
reconstruction of the room were 
donated by towns and cities in 
West Germany. Anne was bom in 
Frankfurt on June 12, 1929. The 
Franks fled Germany in 1933 when 
Hitler came to power but were 
trapped again following the Ger- 
man invasion of the Netherlands in 
1940. •
